CALIFORNIA EARTHQUAKE 
ECHOES. 



Snide Workmanship and Rascally 
Contractors Were Badly Ex- 
posed by Tumbled Down Walls 
and Rotten Mortar. 



Healdsl.nrg. Cal., May 28, 1900. 

Earthquakes have an especial 
vengeance against brick. They 
tumbled them about unmercifully, 
Whether in line edifices, humble 
oottagfs, foundations, cellars, 
springhouses, or wells, walled up. 

Good, substantial frame houses, 
on concrete foundations, on solid 
ground, stood the test, and passed 
through the quake without a 
scratch. Monuments were tum- 
bled regardless of the sacred, 
silent dead. 

Bottom and swamp lands shook 
and suffered, while buildings 
nearby on elevated lands, passed 
unscratched. 

There was no instance in which 
the earth opened or changed its 
natural conditions except on 
filled-in lands, or made earth, 
there she gaped open and took in 
whatever was on the surface. 

A visit to San Francisco showed 
a horrible state of affairs— four 
miles square of utter and com- 
plete destruction, six times as 
large as the Chicago fire. 

The earth was sunk only where 
filled in. Valence and Eighteenth 
streets, where Willow Creek had 
once run, was sunk fifteen or 
twenty feet, burying dwellings 
down to the second story, engulf- 
ing many human beings, most of 
whom were in the ruins at this 
date. 

Mission street, where the new 
postottice, recently finished, 
stands, was once a bog, has sunk 
four or six feet, leaving the post- 
office Btanding on its piles, driven 
50 feet into marsh and made 
earth, but badly damaged. 

The foot of Market street, also 
made earth, has sunk two feet or 
more, ruining street and twisting 
railroad track and heavy rails as 
if mere pipe stems. 

Vandalism and robbery worthy 
■of barliariam held sway during 
the fire. Men and women botl 
were caught and shot dead in theii 
nefarious work. One man had
